The crime commission charges that the 
police department is not efficient, and the 
accusation is vigorously repelled by the 
chief of police. It is asserted that the 
courts, thai is the state courts, are un- 
der the control of vice, corruption and 
crime itself. 


Crime is organized in Chicago in much 


the same fasliiou that politics is organized 
there and elsewhere. In some of its rami- 
fications it is in close alliance with poli- 
tics. 
The forces which, unite to protect 


bootlegging 
and 
the 
liquor 
traffic, 


protect 
murder, rape 
and robbery. 


"Wealth and outward respectability lift no 
hand against this supremacy of organized 
crime. It does not do so for the reason 
that it is a particeps criminis. It is fre- 
quently singed 
and sometimes badly 


burned by violence, but it remains under 
cover, willing to take the chances that are 
minimized by the self-protection money 
affords. 
Crime has gained the ascen- 


dancj- in Chicago since bootlegging be- 
came a colossal business that catered to 
wealth 
and respectability. 
There un- 


doubtedly is close connection between the 
two. 


Unless we are greatly jnistaken. the 


good people of Chicago will go only so far 
in the move to suppress crime. They will 
not go so far as to suppress it where it 
inconveniences them or extinguishes their 
self-appointed right to violate law at their 
own pleasure or whim. 
It, is a question 


if they would not rather have murder and 
liquor than no murder and no liquor. 


The suppression of crime in Chicago 


means an uprising that puts down, and is 
willing to keep down, all lawlessness.

It must strike at the well- 


stocked cellar and source of supply of the 
gold coast millionaire, as well as at the 
thug and the bandit. 
If it is going to 


permit bootlegging to flourish in defiance 
of the constitution and laws of the United 
States and of the state of Illinois, it will 
ripvpr be ahlo to stay the hand of the gun- 
man.

One may 
suffer from exposure, even when, frostbite or sun- 
stroke d'oes not occur; but one is in no danger of 
any illness therefrom and certainly one Is not pre- 
disposed to any of the respiratory diseases by such 
suffering. • That is the only conclusion we can 
draw from general human experience and from 


i scientific experimentation. I may be wrong about 


i this. If I am I hope somebody will show me. 


I 
I have already challenged physicians, sanitar- 


{ians, hyglenlsts and public health authorities to 
point out any flaw in my arguments or position on 
this question. I invite any reader who discerns a 
flaw or anything illogical in my teachings to point 
it out in a letter not too long to work into my 
limited space here. 


Write me 'if I'm wrong-, but don't tell me how 


Mr. Jones took cold and' died after getting his feet 
ivet or his neck shaved, for that is neither evi- 
dence nor argument but just history. If you can 
tell me how Mr. Jones has just had the misfortune 
to get his''feet wet or his neck shaved and the 
doctors entertain no hope for his recovery, that will 
be great stuff and I'll be glad to tell as much of the 
world as possible about it here—provided Mr. Jones 
does actually succumb according to plan. 


It is a little curious, but one never hears of a 


prophecy of that kind getting into the newspapers. 
Predictions of death from exposure or dampness 
so rarely come true! Somehow people are never 
very certain about the wet feet or nech shave 
until after Mr. Jones has passed away.

mation of a nerve, any nerve.v Among the causes 
are chronic poisoning with lead, arsenic, alcohol; 
Injury of the nerve; abnormal pressure upon it; 
extension of Inflammation from a neighboring place 
(as In some" cases involving the facial nerve in the 
coure of acute middle ear Inflammation or mas- 
toiditis): toxins, as In some ca^es of diphtheria, 
typhoid fever and influenza; abnormalities of met- 
abolism, such as diabetes. 
This general view is 


enough to indicate how impossible it would be to 
answer your request without writing a formidable 
volume or two on the subject. The popular notion 
of "neuritis" as a specific explanation for vague 
pains or infirmities is without basis In fact.

IS THE SAVAGE THE ONLY TRUE 


POET? 


Tou will "find the interesting- sug- 


gestion in Macaulay's "Essa'iT'on Mil- 
ton'' that the savage is the real and 
only g-enuine poet, that as man be- 
comes relatively more civilized he be- 
comes relatively less of a natural born 
poet, that hence it is a much great- 
er honor to produce a great poem in 
a highly civilized age than in days- 
of savagery. 


The argument runs something like 


that. I don't ^,know if I have stated 
it exactly befaiise 1 haven't the "Es- 
say on Milton" at hand and it is 20 
years since I had it. Macaulay, as I 
remember it. was trying to make Mil 
ton doubly great because he wrote in 
a highly civilized age when poetry 
might be expected to be at a relative- 
ly low ebb. 


IS IT TRUE? 


It is an Interesting theory, but the 


question is, is it true? recently T came 
across something like the same idea 
in Carlyle. On the face of it it was 
not the same idea at all but it was at 
least" a second cousin to Macaulays* 
theory. Discussing Odin and the my- 
thology of the early Scandinavians Car 
lyle' points out that the savage peo- 
ple pergonfied all the facts of nature. 
"Thunder was not mere 
electricity, 


vitreous or resinous; it was the god 
Dormer (Thunder) or Thor,—god also 
of beneficient summer-heat. The thun- 
der was his wrath; the gathering of 
the black clouds is the drawing-down 
of Thor's angry brows; the fire-bold 
bursting out of th<3 heaven is the all- 
rending hammer flung from the hand 
of Thor.' 


To us in a scientific age lightning 


is electricity, a phenomenon of na- 
ture, whch even though wo cannot 
entirely explain it is nevertheless 
merely a fact. "We do not surround it 
with beautiful imagery of the thun- 
der god. In the case of thunder man- 
kind has undoubtedly lost a great 
denl in poetry as it has gained in 
yciTitific i-nnwiedge.

NOT WHOLLY ENLIGHTENED 
So on tlie face of It it looks very 


much as if Macaulay's theory Is en- 
tirely correct and as if the savage is 
the only real poet. But that does not 
take into consideration that enlight- 
enment is only relative. We are no 
longer savages but either are we com- 
pletely civilized, and at the present 
rate it will probably take several mil- 
lion years more before wo are com- 
pletely enlightened, science has ex- 
plained a few, a very few, things like 
thunder and the courses of the stars 
and the march, of the seasons and the 
eclipse of the moon. It has removed 
some subjects from the realms of poe- 
try to the realms of prosaic facts. But 
for every "fact it has thus lighted up 
there are a hundred million facts t'-iat 
are as great mysteries to us today 
as they were to the Scandinavians 
thousands of years ago. There does 
not-steem to bo any danger that the 
poets of this earth-will run out of 
material for a few million years yet. 


On the contrary, it is possible to 


take the opposite side of the argu- 
merft from Macaulay and maintain 
tliat there are more subjects for the 
poet's pen today than there were in 
the days of savagery. Science lias 
solved some mysteries but it has made 
us conscious of many others that the 
savaga did not drearn of. Take the 
atom—it cannot be seen, but it is a 
little bundle of mystery by the side 
of which the mystery of the thunder 
as the snvaiye saw It is as clear as 
day. The thrilling life within the atom 
is food for endless speculation. 


And there Is human personality To

Eclipse Of Sun On Jan. 24 Will Be 


/ 


8 Per Gent Of Total Here 


Although tho path of the total solar 


eclipse, forecast for Saturday, Jan. 24. 
will Miss Appleton by nearly 100 
mJles, the sun will appear as a very 
sharp crescent as it rises out of the 
treat, according to Prof. John CX Ly- 
mer ot the Lawrence college depart- 
ment of astronomy. There will be ap- 
proximately 98 per cent eclipse in Ap 
pJeton. At sunrise the-moon will be 
between the sun and the earth, and 
the shadow of the moon will sweep 
across a portion of Minnesota, upper 
Michigan, over Lake Michigan, Lake 
Huron, Lower Ontario 
to 
Buffalo, 


thence spreading across New York 
and Connecticut to New Haven. Mov- 
ing1 northward in the Atlantic, it will 
sink into the sea north of Scotland. 


"The sun will rise a very few min- 


utes after 8 o'clock the morning of 
Jan. 24," Prof Lymer said, "and tha 
eclipse will take place shortly after- 
ward There will be a strip of total 
eclipse beginning at sunrise near Red 
Lake, Minn, and sweeping to the At- 
lantic coast early in the forenoon, 
and into the Atlantic A distance of 
about fifty miles each side of the 
path of total interception 
will be 


eclipsed, and at 
varying 
distances 


from, this strip, the eclipse will be par- 
tial. Escanaba, Iron River, and Iron 
Mountain will be in the path of to- 
tality." 


The eclipse of the sun has been char 


acterized as an event in a lifetime 
After the corning eclipse there will 
not be a total eclipse visible any part 
of the United States until July 
9, 


1945, 
and none in this section of the 


country for two /centuries, It has been 
ascertained. 


The sight itself is awe-Inspiring. It 


has been estimated that 10,000,000 
persons will find the light of day 
shut off in the path of totality. The 
temperature will drop, and chickens 
and birds may go to roost. The chrom- 
osphere, or the sun's 
outer atmos- 


phere, will be visible around the edge 
of the eclipse, and. the faint pearly 
streamers of the outer corona will en- 
hance the effect. 


"The only difficulty in this part of 


the country and at this time of the 
year," Prof Lymer declared, " is that 
the weather will be cloudy so early in 
the morning. However, if it is clear, 
good observation sbmild be made from 
Appleton. Smoked glasses' are useful, 
and telescopes are -unnecessary except 
for purposes of exact scientific obser- 
vation. 
The eclipse is of utmost import-ince 


to science. Many eastern observator- 
ies, being in the path 
of totality, 


should secure splendid results Manj' 
astronomers plan to Invade northern 
"Wisconsin and Michigan for photo- 
graphs. Prof. Lymer plans to make 
observations from Escanaba, and it 
has been announced that 
scientists 


will be sent from the University of 
Chicago observatory, known as the 
Terkes Observatory, located at "Wil- 
liams Bay, Wig , and the Elgin Obser- 
vatory, property of the Elgin "Watch 
Co , Elgin, 111. will make Iron Moun 
tain the locality of their'observations.

gle person whose, net income for 1924 
was ?1,000 or more or whose gross 
Income was 
$5,000 or more and of 


every married person 
living 
with 


husband or wife whose net Income 
was ?2,500 or more or whose gross 
income was 55,000 or more. 
Divor- 


cees or married persons separated by 
mutual consent are classed as single 
persons. 
Married persons living to- 


gether are required to file a return 
if their aggregate net income 
was 


$2,500 or more or the aggreate gross 
income was $5,000 or more. 


Husband and wife lining together 


may include the income of each in a 
single joint return, or each may file 
separate returns showing the income 
of each. 
Where a joint xetuiii 
is 


filed, the tax Is computed on the ag- 
gregate income aiM all deductions 
and credits to which either is en- 
titled Is taken from such aggregate 
income. 


If a wife does not file a. separate 


return or join her husband 
in

return, the husband is required to 
include in his return an Income re- 
ceived by the wife In payment of 
wages, salary, or from the sale of 
products of her labor.
